New. Youn, May 1.—A dispatch dated 
» Sunday evening, says:: Yesterday wit- 
nessed @ grand scene at Champs Elysees. On 
the departure of the Freemasons 02 their visit 
to Thiers, a vast crowd collected, when a fire 
was suddenly opened on them, scattering the 
people wildly, The Freemasons, undeterred, 
advanced and planted one bundred and twen- 
ty flags, a flag for every lodge represented, on 
the ramparts. At 6 o’clock they reached the 
Versaillists’ outposts, bearing the banner of 
Armes, Netuse, Les Uns and Led Autres. 
They were blindfolded and sent back, with 
the exception of the president and two of 
= delegates, Their mission was unsuccess- 
At ten o’clock this morning Dombrowsk 
warned the Versailliste that hostilities might 
be looked for from the Commune hourly. 
Forty thousand men are now ready for 
fighting. In the Champ de Mars the 
Versaiilists were routed, and the Commun- 
ists at Montaineux have driven them threugh 
D' Isey. 
VERSAILLES, April 80.—It is stated that 
D’ lesy is occupied by the Government troops.

The city is greatly excited and alarmed, and 
groups of frightened people are collected in 
almost every street and avenue, discussing the 
state of affairs, 


Germany’s Terms to the Thiers Gov-

New Yorx, May 2.—A special correspo.d- 
ent telegrapns the following: At Berlin Sun- 
day an imperial council was held to consider 
the situation on Saturday. Count Bismarck 
was present, It was agreed to notify the 
Versa lies Government that a further 
limited period would be allowed or the 
restoration of authority and the 
enforcement of order, and a tulfillment 
of the treaty stipulations, after which Ger- 
many wil) take independent action to establish 
law and order in Paris. The dispatch will 
emphasize the wish of the Germans not to 
interfere in the internal and political affairs of 
France, but wili adi that such an intermin- 
able civil war, originating in revolution, and 
characterized by diegraceful excesses, cannot 
Jonger be tolerated, for the moral and material 
interests of Germany, as well as the whole of 
Europe, are suffering.

farce which the suicidal mania of the 
Parisians conjures up, the rise of a great 
military empire in the center of Europe, 
which overawes all the others with its 
vast power, have so completely absorbed 
public interest that we devote but a chance 
thought to events which, in calmer times, 
would command our whole attention. 
The insurrection has, according to the 
latest accounts, assumed such immense 
proportions that the re~enforcement of ten 
thousand men, which the French Governor 
of the colony called for, was not sufficient. 
The forces ot the insurrection are so form— 
idable that the French commander called 
foran immediate re-enforcement of fitty 


thousand trustworthy soldiers, and as the |

lious metropolis, could not send the ten | 


thousand men originally called for, it is | 
very improbable that it will be able to | 
spare five times that number at a time 


The Algerian situation is all the 
graver, as the French troops that are there 
have refused to march into the 
desert, saying that they were enlisted 
the defense of France against 


Kabyles. In this manner the insurrection 
is unchecked and makes greater headway 
every day. It extends now from the con- 
fines of the Empire of Morocco to the 
borders of the Pachalic of Tunis, and the 
French are driven back to within a short 
distance of the coast. Every day of delay 
swells the ravks of the insurgents, to 
The 
Moslem Dervishes hasten through the 


preach the holy war against the infidels, 


and so the native army 1s not only formid 
able on account of its numbers, but also 
on account of its wild fanaticism. 

This is another instance which shows 
how small causes may lead to great conse 
quences, It seems that the first impulse 
to the insurrection was given by a decree 
ot CREMIEUX, when a member of the 
Government ot National Detense ot 
France, according equal rights 
to the Jews of Algeria. This people 
before the promulgation of that decree, 
had been deprived of many of the rights 
and privileges enjoyed by both the Chris- 
tian and Mabommedan inhabitants of that 
province, and, after the fall of NaPoLEoNn 
IIL , when the Government ot National De- 
fense, which contained several Jews, got 
into power, the Jewish inhabitants of the 
city ot Algiers and the other cities of Alge-. 
ria sent a petition to the French Govern- 
ment, in which they prayed for the grant. 
ing of the same civil rights and privileges 
as were enjoyed by the other inhabitants. 
This demand, perfectly just in itself, was 
granted by Minister Cremrevx aill the 
more readily as he is himself a Hebrew. But 
although, viewed from our standpoint, this 
decree is only in accordance with justice 
and common sense, the Mabommedans of 
Algeria strenuously objected to it. They 
despise Jews utterly, and tv be placed on 
a perfect level with them aroused the 
anger of the followers of the prophet. 
Those tribes that had always been the 
firmest friends of the French admunistra- 
tion were the first to raise the banner of 
insurrection, and under the leadership of 
their sheiks formed a huge army against 
the home government. Some of these 
sheiks were so provoked by the objection- 
able edict that they chose to forego mate- 
rial advantages rather than subject them- 
gelyes to what they deemed a terrible 
disgrace. 

While the French power is thus threat- 
ened by the natives on the North Atrican 
coast, the French themselves are aban- 
doning thdir stations on the western 
coast of Africa. Vice Admiral Pornuan 
has received orders to withdraw all the 
French.forces from those colonies and 
send them at once to France. The 
English take possession of these stations 
as soon as the French leave them, and 
thus, from present appearances, the French 
are about to lose in Africa all their pos- 
sessions, which at first promised to be 
valuable and permanent territories of 
France, just as they lost their colonies 
in Hindostan and North America jn the 
last century.

In this city, and we presume also in 
the other portions of the Commonwealth, 
the eviJs arising from supporting certain 
offices by iees are becoming unendurable. 
Things have reached the pass that our 
courts appear to be designed more as a 
means of enriching certain officials than of 
restoring to the injured their rights. We 
have heard Main-street merchants say that 


it they should be beaten, the costs would 
in nine cases out of ten amount to“more 
than the original demand. They, there- 
fore, think it better to lore small debts in 
the first place than to run the risk of be- 
ing beaten and saddled with enormous 
costs. 

If such is the case with the rich, how is 
it with the poor? It is just about equiva- 
lent to ruin for a man in narrow circum. 
stances to be cast in a suit. It is in the 
power of malice to ruin any man in hum- 
ple circumstances by subjecting him to the | 
enormous burden of such litigation. If he 
cannot pay when his debt is due, and 
especially if he thinks he ought not to pay, 
and resists the demand, he finds that by 
the time he 1s taxed for entering this, that 
and the other order, his liability is just 
about doubled. We know of cases where 
parties, alter making great sacrifices and 
straiping every nerve to compromise and 
settle suits brought against them out of 
pure malice, have been annoyed, badgered 
and broken up by executions for the costs, 
Your shyster is an animal that takes de- 
light in worrying and oppressing every 
poor man that is so unlucky as to fall into 
his power. He is never so happy as when 
engaged in devising or engineering some 
piece oi spite work in the guise of law; and 
his €mployer but too often prompts him to 
the decd and pays him for his dirty 
work. 

Apart from this aspect of the matter, 
which is a serious one, the clerks of our 
courts are overpaid, and this fact alone is 
fruitful of evils. We know no better 
reason for overpaying the clerk of a court 
than for overpaying a clerk ma dry 
goods store. In either case a man is paid 
for what he bas not done. The fact that 
in the one case the extortion is practiced 
on an innocent apd unfortunate litigant, 
tmproves its moral character in no paf- 
ticular that we can perceive. It is robbery 
avd pillage in the one as in the other, 
except that where this thing is done with- 
in the precincts of the courts, which ought 
to be sanctuaries of justice, the offense is 
rack and smells to heaven. It breeds cor 
ruption in what should be the very domi- 
cile of purity. Let it once be understood 
that, after the real work is done and hon- 
estly paid for, a profit or bonus on it re- 
mains, and it is easy to see what will be- 
come of theese offices. They will become 
prizes for corrupt politicians, and every 
resource of chicanery will be exhausted in 
pursuitof them. Men wholly destitute of 
fiiuess, and not intending to discharge the 
duties at all, but to hire it done, will 
expend without scruple large sums of 
money to secure the offices, know:ng that 
out of the profits they can soon make them. 
scives whole again. Some of these offices 
are now so lucrative that a few years’ 
tenure of them is equivalent to a large 
fortune. An aspirant who has gained 
pessession of one of them for a single 
term can have his option to retire rich or 
to spend half the p-ofits of his first term 

to secure a second. It need not be said 
that this is wrong. In our country and 


its present co.didion itis nothing but a 
disgraceful engine of extortion, corruption 
and oppression. . 

Another advantage of the change we 
advocate, and not a small one, is that it 
would reli¢ve us from not a little of the 
insolénce of office, Under the present 
system an upstart deputy who happens to 
get himselt installed under some gentle- 
manly and courteous principal seems to 
imagine that, besides taking his fees, he 
has little else to do but to msult every one 
who bas iny business in the office. We 
want to see the vpumber of these gentry 
diminished and their manners improved 
and we think that a reduction in the profits 
of the main office would tend to both 
effects, There is too much fatness there 
now, and the young bloods display their 
sense of it in the usual way. We believe 
the opinion 1s becoming general that a 
leaner diet would lead to wholesome re- 
eulte. 

The interest of the people lies in a 
simple, pure and economical administra- 
tion of every branch of the public service. 
The perquisite system is notonously the 
most cumbrous, corrupt and expensive 
that can be devised. It is based on an
